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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  School 
Health  Service  for  1952,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  pay  tribute  to  the  long 
and  meritorious  services  of  my  predecessor,  Dr.  W.  Campbell  Lyons, 
whom  I  succeeded  in  the  last  month  of  the  year.  The  report  for 
the  most  part  therefore  covers  the  final  year  of  his  term  of  office  as 
School  Medical  Officer. 

The  satisfactory  state  of  the  health  of  the  school  children  is 
indicated  by  an  increase  in  the  number  found  at  routine  medical 
inspection  to  be  in  good  general  condition,  53.9%  as  compared  with 
49.7%  in  1951. 

There  was  a  further  reduction  in  the  percentage  of  unclean 
and  verminous  children  and  the  constant  vigilance  and  effort  of  all 
concerned  in  this  important  field  is  acknowledged.  The  improved 
washing  facilities  now  being  provided  in  the  schools  themselves 
and  the  encouragement  given  by  the  teaching  staffs  will  do  much  to 
impart  the  fundamental  doctrine  of  personal  cleanliness. 

The  proportion  of  school  children  immunised  against  diphtheria 
is  at  present  satisfactory,  but  if  infants  and  young  children  are  not 
being  immunised  to  the  required  extent,  as  is  now  evident,  a  time 
will  come  when  the  school  population,  which  in  the  younger  age 
groups  is  particularly  at  risk,  will  be  relatively  unprotected. 

The  school  dental  service  was  fully  staffed  for  a  part  of  the 
year  and  more  children  were  inspected  and  treated  than  in  1951. 
Whilst  the  periods  when  the  service  was  understaffed  may  be  re¬ 
flected  in  the  subsequent  dental  health  of  the  community,  it  is 
hoped  that  an  adequate  service  will  be  eventually  established  and 
make  up  for  the  lean  years. 

I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the  school 
health  service  staff,  both  full  time  and  part  time,  for  their  good 
work  during  the  year  and  to  Dr.  Levy  who  has  assisted  in  the 
preparation  of  the  report.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER. 
Staff. 

The  establishment  of  the  School  Health  Service  consists  of  two 
whole -time  and  one  part-time  assistant  medical  officers  ;  one  whole¬ 
time  and  one  part-time  dental  surgeon  ;  the  equivalent  of  eight 
full-time  school  nurses  ;  one  dental  attendant  and  one  nursing 
assistant. 

During  the  first  half  of  1952  there  were  two  half-time  dentists  ; 
in  August  another  full-time  dentist  was  appointed  while  one  half¬ 
time  dentist  left.  One  local  dental  surgeon  devoted  one  session  a 
week  to  the  school  dental  clinic,  and  the  service  is  indebted  to  him 
for  his  help. 

The  service  is  under  the  administrative  control  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  who  is  the  Chief  School  Medical  Officer.  Dr.  W. 
Campbell  Lyons,  who  has  occupied  this  position  since  1919,  retired 
in  November  and  Dr.  I.  D.  Leitch  was  appointed  to  succeed  him. 

Co-ordination. 

The  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  is  fully  co-ordinated  with 
other  branches  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  The  clerical 
work  is  centralised  in  the  Health  Department  where  there  are  tffiee 
clerks  specially  employed  in  the  various  school  clinics  and  in 
arranging  routine  medical  inspections,  special  examinations  and 
appointments  for  treatment,  other  attendances  at  the  clinics, 
diphtheria  immunisation,  etc.  Other  administrative  and  clerical 
work  incidental  to  the  School  Health  Service  is  carried  out  by 
various  members  of  the  Health  Department  staff. 

There  is  a  complete  co-ordination  between  the  school  health 
service  and  the  Council’s  other  services.

The  general  standard  of  nutrition  was  again  maintained  during 
the  year.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  once  more  a  further  reduction 
in  the  number  regarded  as  ‘‘  poor.” 

Cleanliness. 

Two  routine  surveys  were  carried  out  throughout  all  schools  in 
the  town  by  the  school  nurses.  Head  Teachers  were  given  lists  of 
children  who  required  attention  and  cleansing  notices  to  this  effect 
were  posted  to  the  parents  concerned.  At  the  end  of  each  survey 
Head  Teachers  were  informed  of  the  results.  The  improvement 
effected  by  this  arrangement  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

16,660  children  were  examined  at  the  first  survey  and  16,569  at 
the  second.  The  percentage  of  children  found  to  be  unclean  at  the 
first  inspection  amounted  to  7.6%  and  at  the  second  7.1%. 
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This  compared  witli  the  previous  five  years,  continues  to  show 
improvement.

The  decline  in  the  incidence  of  uncleanliness  in  the  past  2  years 

is  very  gratifying.  It  should  be  realized  however  that  this  has 
been  achieved  mainly  by  the  diligence  and  patience  of  the  school 
nurses.  Members  of  the  teaching  staff  were  always  helpful  and 
co-operative. 

Too  often  the  parents  were  unconcerned  and  it  was  only  after 
the  cases  had  been  brought  to  their  notice,  sometimes  more  than 
once,  that  practical  steps  were  taken  to  remedy  matters.  Fre¬ 
quently  it  was  necessary  to  demonstrate  an  initial  cleansing  at  the 
clinic.

The  total  number  of  cases  of  disease  of  the  skin  shows  but  little 
variation  from  the  previous  year’s  returns.  The  smaller  numbers 
of  ringworm,  impetigo  and  scabies  however  should  be  noted.  The 
cases  of  ringworm  were  found  to  be  caused  by  the  animal  type  of 
the  disease  and  were  cured  in  reasonable  time  by  local  applications. 
In  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  resort  to  X-ray  therapy  in  the 
treatment  of  scalp  ringworm.

Eye  Diseases,  Defective  Vision  and  Squint. 

During  the  year  627  cases  were  submitted  for  refraction.  756 
had  spectacles  prescribed  of  which  736  were  supplied  by  the  local 
executive  council.  In  addition  63  children  had  their  squints 
corrected  by  operation  at  the  Ingham  Infirmary. 

135  children  attended  the  clinic  for  treatment  or  observation  in 
other  eye  conditions. 

Diseases  and  Defects  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat. 

Many  cases  were  again  dealt  with  by  the  ear,  nose  and  throat 
surgeon.  He  attended  36  sessions  at  the  school  clinic  during  the 
year.  332  children  were  referred  to  him  by  the  school  medical 
officers.  These  children  made  566  attendances  and  141  were  referred 
by  the  surgeon  for  operations  for  middle  ear  disease,  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids,  and  sinus  and  antrum  infections. 
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In  all,  443  school  children  received  operative  treatment  at  the 
General  Hospital  under  the  Education  Authority’s  scheme  in 
addition  to  120  children  who  received  other  forms  of  treatment  for 
diseases  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  at  the  clinic. 

Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. 

During  1952,  161  cases  were  referred  to  the  Orthopaedic  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Ingham  Infirmary.

Cases  of  flat  feet  again  formed  the  bulk  of  those  referred  for 
specialist  opinion.  Treatment  usually  included  special  exercises 
and  advice  concerning  footwear.  Special  footwear  was  actually 
provided  in  38  cases. 

Of  the  others  28  were  referred  for  operation  and  the  remainder 
attended  the  physiotherapy  department. 

Maladjusted  Children. 

25  children  were  referred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  in  Sunder¬ 
land  during  1952.  15  were  maladjusted.  6  were  regarded  as 

educationally  sub-normal,  and  4  enuretics.  A  number  of  these 
cases  were  sent  by  the  Probation  Officer,  having  been  before  the 
courts  for  stealing.  By  careful  handling  and  an  understanding 
of  the  child’s  grievance  and  background,  much  can  be  achieved  to 
help  him  to  become  a  useful  citizen.  We  are  again  grateful  for  the 
valuable  reports  given  by  Dr.  Hinds,  and  the  able  assistance  of 
Miss  Stirling  and  the  staff  of  the  Sunderland  Education  Authority 
Child  Guidance  Centre.

Centre. 

The  new  method  whereby  two  sets  of  children  attend  half  day 
at  the  speech  centre  and  half  daj/  at  their  own  schools^ — alternating 
mornings  one  week  and  afternoons  the  next,  with  the  whole  of 
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J^'i'iday  at  their  oMai  scliools,  is  working  smoothly  and  there  is  the 
sat  is  (action  of  kno  wing  that  the  ordinary  school  tuition  is  being 
maintained  with  as  little  inte]TUf)tion  as  ])ossible.  The  Friday  is 
utilised  to  visit  day  schools  for  treating  cases  of  special  necessity. 

As  far  as  possible,  young  children  have  been  grouped  in  one  elass 
and  older  ones  in  the  other.  This  has  proved  helpful,  especially 
when  articulation  difficulties  are  acute  and  particularly  distressing. 

School  Visiting. 

53  schools  were  visited  during  the  Autumn  for  the  treatment  of 
minor  speech  defects  and  of  difficulties  of  young  children  not  old 
enough  to  attend  the  Centre,  and  of  former  pupils  with  need  for 
speech  help.  (434  cases). 

Head  Teachers  and  teachers  are  most  co-operative  and  apprecia¬ 
tive,  and  are  keen  to  observe  treatment  so  as  to  be  able  to  help 
children  to  keep  up  the  practice,  and  parents  are  grateful  of  advice 
and  help  when  worried  over  their  children’s  backward  or  defective 
speech. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Director  of  Education  and  School 
Medical  Officer  for  encouragement  and  understanding  advice  which 
have  been  unfailing.

Mass  Radiography. 

During  the  year  four  Mass  Radiography  sessions  were  held  in  the 
borough.  All  school  leavers  were  X-rayed.  In  addition  members 
of  the  teaching  staff  were  invited  to  attend. 
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Health  Visiting. 

The  health  visitors  paid  687  visits  to  homes  of  sehool  children 
to  ascertain  whether  the  necessary  treatment  was  being  obtained. 
41  visits  in  connection  with  uncleanliness,  418  visits  after  surgical 
and  dental  treatment,  220  in  connection  with  orthopaedic  cases, 
422  regarding  educationally  subnormal  children,  84  in  connection 
with  child  guidance  cases,  15  regarding  children  for  B.C.G.  vaccina¬ 
tion  and  13  other  visits. 

In  addition,  175  visits  were  paid  to  the  schools  for  routine  medical 
inspection  apart  from  468  visits  to  the  schools  in  connection  with 
cleanliness  surveys.  (This  is  in  addition  to  visits  paid  to  the  homes 
regarding  tuberculosis,  infant  welfare  and  infectious  diseases). 

The  health  visitors  and  school  nurses  also  attended  573  sessions 
at  the  general  school  clinics,  84  sessions  at  the  dental  clinics, 
194  sessions  for  artificial  sunlight  treatment,  daily  sessions  for  the 
treatment  of  scabies,  121  sessions  for  immunisation,  46  sessions  at 
the  ear,  nose  and  throat  clinic  ;  and  bi-weekly  clinics  for  removal 
of  warts  ;  apart  from  attendances  at  child  welfare  and  other  clinics. 

Ultra-Violet  Ray  Therapy. 

122  children  of  school  age  made  1,783  attendances  for  treatment 
by  ultra-violet  radiation,  including  treatment  by  the  Kromayer 
Lamp.

In  addition,  1,297  children  under  five  years  were  immunised 
during  1952. 

It  was  estimated  that  at  the  end  of  1952,  85  per  cent  of  the  school 
children  in  the  Borough  had  been  immunised,  and  58  per  cent  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age.  In  addition,  1,884  school  children 
received  reinforcing  or  “  boosting  ”  injections  during  the  year. 


Asthma. 

The  following  is  a  report  from  Miss  M,  Barrass,  M.C.S.P., 
Physiotherapist  at  the  South  Shields  General  Hospital,  who  holds 
a  weekly  session  at  the  School  Clinic  for  children  suffering  from 
asthma. 

During  the  past  year  the  character  of  this  class  has  changed 
somewhat  as  the  majority  of  patients  have  been  referred  by  the 
Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist.  Fewer  patients  sent  to  the  class 
have  been  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  asthma.  Other  diagnoses 
include  chronic  bronchitis,  habitual  mouth  breathing,  nasal 
obstruction  and  chronic  nasal  catarrh,  and  bronchiectasis. 

The  class  is  still  held  weekly  and  in  some  cases  patients  have 
attended  the  General  Hospital  instead  of  the  Health  Department 
for  reasons  of  convenience. 

Classes  have  been  smaller  than  in  1951  and  as  in  the  last  few 
years,  there  have  been  more  boys  than  girls  referred  for  treatment. 

Parents  continue  to  attend  the  earlier  sessions  so  that  adequate 
home  supervision  will  be  possible.  Regularity  in  performing  the 
exercises  is  always  stressed. 
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A  greater  variety  of  exercises  has  been  taught  so  as  to  include 
tliose  more  suitable  for  the  larger  number  of  patients  referred  by 
the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist.  Technique  and  general 
principles  of  treatment  remain  the  same  however. 

Records  are  kept  as  in  previous  years  for  the  use  of  the  School 
Medical  Officer  who  reviews  the  cases  at  intervals.

Physical  Education. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Physical  Education  Organisers, 
Mr.  W.  Yielder  and  Miss  J.  W.  Thomson  : — 

Once  again  we  can  begin  this  report  with  news  of  an  outstanding 
success  in  swimming,  for  in  1952  the  boys  again  won  the  John  V. 
Hudson  Trophy  for  Life  Saving.  This  is  a  national  trophy  awarded 
by  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society  to  the  Association  gaining  the 
highest  number  of  Bronze  Crosses  and  Bars  during  the  year,  and  in 
winning  this  trophy  the  boys  gained  101  Bronze  Crosses  and  19  Bars, 
a  record  number  for  our  schools.  It  will  be  recalled  that  this  same 
trophy  was  won  for  the  first  time  in  1950  and  as  it  cannot  be  won 
in  two  successive  years  by  the  same  Association  this  latest  success 
is  equivalent  to  winning  it  two  years  in  succession.  The  swimming 
instructor  and  the  teachers  responsible  are  to  be  congratulated  on 
this  great  achievement. 
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The  numerous  School  Sports  Associations  have  continued  to 
function  most  efficiently.  The  y^oungest  of  these  Associations,  the 
Schools  Athletics  Association,  has  made  gi'eat  strides  since  its  for¬ 
mation  in  1951.  The  Schools  Championship  Meeting  for  1952  was 
very  successful  and  from  this  meeting  a  team  was  selected  to 
represent  the  town  at  the  Durham  County  Schools  Championships 
at  Houghton-le-Spring,  Avhere  our  team  finished  in  tliird  place. 
Four  boys  were  subsequently  included  in  the  County  team  which 
competed  in  the  National  Championships  at  Bradford  and  one  of 
these  boys  won  the  220  yards  race  and  so  became  a  National  Junior 
Champion.  This  is  a  very  gratifying  start  for  this  new  Association. 
The  Netball  Association  held  a  record  number  of  matches  and  a 
beginning  was  made  to  visiting  other  teams  in  the  surrounding 
district.  Two  inter- town  tournaments  were  held  and  from  one  of 
these,  three  teams  were  selected  to  represent  the  town  in  the  annual 
inter-town  tournament  at  West  Hartlepool.  Each  team  was  placed 
second  in  its  section.  The  Primary  Schools  have  this  year  joined 
the  Association  and  plan  to  hold  their  first  tournament  in  March 
1953. 

The  climbing  equipment  which  is  now  a  part  of  all  Junior  Schools 
and  many  Infant  Schools  has  proved  to  be  of  great  benefit  and  the 
teachers  have  commented  on  the  special  benefit  to  the  nervous 
child.  This  year  for  the  first  time  the  children  in  the  Special 
(E.S.N.)  School  had  the  use  of  some  of  this  equipment.  It  proved 
most  successful  and  as  soon  as  possible  something  of  a  more  per¬ 
manent  nature  will  be  supplied  to  this  school.  Boys  and  girls  in 
practically  all  Secondary  Modern  Schools  have  now  been  equipped 
with  some  clothing  for  physical  training  in  addition  to  plimsolls, 
with  a  resultant  improvement  in  both  appearance  and  quality  of 
the  work  in  physical  training  and  dancing. 

The  demand  for  evening  classes,  whilst  not  increasing,  has  re¬ 
mained  fairly  steady  this  year  and  classes  were  held  in  Educational 
Dance,  Games,  Keep-Fit  and  Basket  Ball.

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HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN. 

The  ascertainment  of  handicapped  children  has  been  helped  by 
the  records  of  Health  Visitors  of  children  under  school  age,  returns 
from  the  School  Attendance  Department  of  all  children  removed 
from  the  registers  on  account  of  prolonged  illness  or  of  children 
v'ho  were  otherwise  not  in  attendance  at  school  and  notification 
from  hospitals  of  such  children.  The  records  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Clinic  have  also  been  searched.  28  children  “  physically  handi¬ 
capped  ”  are  cases  in  hospTal  or  sanatorium. 

Some  of  the  children  have  been  receiving  education  in  local 
hospitals  by  arrangement  with  the  Education  Department  and 
14  are  receiving  tuition  by  special  teachers  (7  at  home  and  7  in 
hospitals). 

A  number  of  dehcate  children  now  attending  ordinary  schools 
have  been  withdrawn  from  the  Open  Air  School  by  their  parents, 
or  for  poor  attendances.  Some  have  refused  Open  Air  School 
education.

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  satisfactory  improvement  in 
the  health  and  cleanliness  of  the  pupils.  Generally  there  was  a 
steady  gain  in  weight  and  it  was  noticeable  that  the  pupils  became 
more  alert  and  appeared  capable  of  greater  mental  and  physical 
effort. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  over  50  children  were  found  fit  either 
to  return  to  education  under  the  normal  school  system  or  if  over 
15  years  of  age  capable  of  useful  employment. 

As  a  rule  this  school  accommodated  a  number  of  scholars  with 
crippling  defects  and  it  should  be  noted  that  there  is  now  official

recognition  for  tlie  incrlnsion  of  this  t^pe  of  child.  The  title  of  the 
school  for  September,  1952  is  Special  School  (delicate,  ])artially 
sighted  and  ])hysically  handicappefl). 

Partially  Sighted  Class. 

The  number  in  the  class  continues  to  decline.  The  reasons  for 
this  appears  to  be  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Previously  we  had  a  number  of  cases  handicapped  by 
ophthalmia  neonatorun.  Fortunately  children  so  affected  are  now 
distinctly  rare. 

(2)  The  standard  for  admission  is  such  that  only  those  with 
serious  eye  disabilities  are  considered. 

(5)  Parents  are  often  disinclined  to  permit  their  children  to 
attend  the  partially  sighted  class  and  as  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion 
among  leading  authorities  about  the  value  of  sight-saving  methods 
in  progressive  myopia  it  does  not  seem  possible  to  insist  on  their 
admission.  Actually  if  a  bright  child,  with  high  myopia,  is  dis¬ 
covered  it  is  expedient  to  let  him  have  the  advantage  of  higher 
education  and  proceed  to  a  grammar  school. 

At  present  there  are  10  children  in  attendance.  These  were 
examined  during  the  year  and  their  progress  was  considered  satis¬ 
factory.  Three  had  their  glasses  changed  and  one  is  awaiting  an 
operation  for  cataract.

Mental  Health  Clinic. 

Dr.  George  McCoull,  Superintendent  of  Prudhoe  and  Monkton 
Hospital,  held  7  sessions  during  the  year  and  examined  20  cases, 
chiefly  low  grade  mentally  defectives,  referred  to  him  by  the  School 
Medical  Staff,  the  Duly  Authorised  Officers  and  the  Medical  Officer 
of  the  Cottage  Homes.  The  majority  of  these  children  were 
recommended  for  institutional  care  but  it  is  very  difficult  to  find 
accommodation  for  this  class  of  case.  During  1952,  four  cases  were 
admitted  to  institutions.  There  are  still  14  children  as  yet  not 
provided  for,  and  are  on  the  waiting  list  for  an  institution.
